New Y ork)— The bullet which Gab­ 
riel Prinzip fired into the brain of 
the Archduke Ferdinand of Austria- 
Hungary on Sunday morning, June 
28, shattered the peace of Europe. 
For many years Europe has 
been 
resting nvtr a storehouse of dynamite 
Many things threatened to set off 
the gigantic charge but kings and 
rulers and statesmen warded oil ihe 
blow. 
It wa> only the vast daring 
and wise stateinanship of Sir Edward 
Grey, of England, that prevented the 
sparks of tin* Balkan W ar from dy­ 
ing into the European magazine. The 
statesmen of Europe ran about from 
capital to capital, sleepless, exhaust­ 
ed physically, their nerves torn, try ­ 
ing to keep dying objects or sparks 
from hitting the mine that lay under 
Europe. 
1 think the tiredest, saddest-faced 
man I ever saw was M. Sasanotf, the 
premier of Russia, when, in an inter­ 
view at Calais, France, on one of 
the dark days of the Balkan War, 
he said to me, “1 believe we have 
saved the peace of Europe.*’ 
But the 
thing he and other statesmen of Eu­ 
rope prevented then, has happened 
now. 
Prinzip*s bullet, it-elf hit the 
European powder magazine and set 
it off. 


That bullet sped for exactly 
28 
«lavs. 
Many days passed before tin* 
statesm en and rulers of Europe real­ 
ized that danger was ahead. 
Eng­ 
land and its riders 
were 
worried 
about the Home Rule «juestion and 
the prospects of civil war. Germany 
was stewing over socialists. 
Franed 
had its hands full of a growing army 
scandal, Russia’s capital, St. Peters­ 
burg'. was the scene of riots grow­ 
ing out of a strike in which one hun­ 
dred and ten 
thousand 
in 
St. 
Petersburg alone were idle and angry 
European statesmen had their hands 
full enough. 
Three «lavs after

Austria demand«*«! that Servia in­ 
vest igate, on her own soil, tin* ."boot­ 
ing of the Archduke.

There are two sides 1«» every story 
and the Austro-Hungarian side has 
not yet been told. 
For some reason, 
however, 
A ustria-H ungary 
decided 
that now- was the time for good and 
for all. to put the quietus on the «»r- 
thodox Serbs who are constantly at 
outs with the Catholics, Tuetons and 
Hungarians and to settle the religi­ 
ous (juestion once and for all. 
Aus­ 
tria claimed that her investigation 
had proved that Prinzip bought his 
revolver from Servian army officers 
who were members «»f a strong secret 
society in Servia and that Servian 
custom men 
had 
helped 
Prinzip 
a«*ro>s tin* border iut«> Bosnia. 
Eu­ 
ropean Mate- nen went on about their 
business, and worried 
about 
the 
Austro-Hungariun-Servia 
situation. 
But the Servian Embassy in \ ienna

Austro-Hungarian Legation in Bel­ 
grade was menaced.
